An- 
dreason was always very congenial, 
and made a host of friends who are 
not confined to this district only, 
but extend all over the west. The 
early settlers cannot forget her hos- 
pitable home, as she befriended many 
during their pioneering difficulties andi 
Teverses. She leaves to mourn her 
loss an adopted daughter, Mrs. N.

H. Johnson both of the Wetaskiwin

Wast to Muriel Lake and 
Cold Lake this territory will re- 


quire thousands of feet of timber of | 


all dimensions te build dwelling hou- 
ses and outbuildings, to fit farms up

In my range trom Clearwater Lake | 


North along the Saskatchewan River 


Blindman River, Uattle Lake, Pigeon | 
Pemvina | 


Lake, Strawberry Creeok, 
River, McLeod River, Athabasea Ri- 
ver, cast among the numerous lakes 
to Cold Lake, Lac la Biche, there is 
a large area of valueable timber for 
use in the cities and “surrounding 
country, All settlers, all city peo- 
ple, ail loggers and the laborlng peo- 
ple should give all the assistance 
possible to protect the forests along 
these waters. There have been mil- 
lions of dollars worth of timber des- 
troyed by fire but there still remains 
millions of dollars worth that — will 
be of great value if protected as it 
should be. ‘There is a large area of 
mixed timber along these waters— 
spruce, balm, balsam, poplar, of . a 
great value to the country and wil- 
low fence posts that the farmer wilt 
always require. These forests should 
be patroled by extra good rangers 
and

| To protect the forest as it shoulda 


be, I would advise that any logger, 
or bushman doing bush work be 
compeiled to clean up all refuse and 
burn the same during the ttime the 
\work is going on. I would also ad- 
vise that all overseers when cutting 
‘out right-of-ways, pile all obstruct- 
ion logs and brush in the centre of 
the right-of-way and burn them when 
work is in progress. I notice in a

The following paragraph from the 
pen of Dr. CG. C. James, Dominion 
commissioner of agriculture, will be 
of interest to the people of Alberta: 
| ‘‘Alperta.—This province has seven 
demonstration farms. It is proposed 
ito carry on an | Agriceltural School 
ut each of these farms. In 1912 ar- 
'rangements were made to begin this 
' work at three of the farms: Olds, 
| Vermilion and Claresholm, The pro- 
jvince erected the buildings, and the 
federal grant is used for, salaries and 
maintenence. Hach school has a sep- 
arate staff, whose work is suppl:mcn- 
ted by some of the officers of the 
provincial department of agriculture. 
During the present year, tha vniver- 
sity at Edmonton has taken steps 
to organize a Wilege of agilculture 


under Dean Howes. The|agricultural 
schools will carry the students 
through first and second years 


course and the college of agriculture 
will complete their course with three 
more years’ work. The department 
of education is about to begin the 
‘teaching of agriculture in the public 
schools, and has just issued a text 
book to be used ip this instruction. 
' In agricultural schools, Alterta is 
the pioneer, and the great success ac- 
hieved through their work will no 
doubt stimulate other provinces. New 
»Brunswick has followed her example 
,and now has two fine bulildings, 
where short courses have already 
been held. These, it is hoped, will 
soon ve providing more extended 
courses, ‘The question at once a- 
rises: why have other provincca not 
established agricultural schools simi- 
lar to those of Alberta? This ap- 
plies particularly to Ontario, where 
her agricultural college is belmg tax- 
ed to ite limit. If the people of 
Ontario were aware of the great be- 
nefits resulting. from such schools as 
those of Alberta, there would tp a 
public demand that would soon re- 
ault in the establishing of two at 
least, one in Eastern Ontario and 
one in Western Ontario. If the  im- 
portance of such training were fully 
appreciated, we should see in the 
next ten. ycars an ‘agricultural school 
in every county of Ontario. This 
school would replace from six to ten 
now 
scattered broadcast over ‘the coun- 
try.” ;

Mr. Carvell 
went more into details, giving esti- 
mated profits made by variotis com- 
panies on shell contracis. He alleg- 
mushroom — ¢cm- 
panies organized by political fri.nds 
of the government had been allowed 
to secure contracts, owt of which 
large profits had been made. 
Decal.ng with the purchase 
for the imperial authoritics, the mem 
ber for Carleton assested that it 
had been so handled in his county, 
that farmers were receiving much 
less than the market value, the pro- 
tit being taken by a middleman. He 
said that Hon. Martin Burrell had 
been powerless to stop this, because 
he was not allowed to do so by Hon 
J, D. Hazen, and that Mr. Burrell 
had asked Sir Wilfred Laurier and 
himself not to discuss the matter in 
te house. 


Referring to the purchase of one 
| thousand automatic pistols by Col. 
J. Wesley Allison, the member for 
Carleton voiced a suspicion that the 
minister of militia was back of the 
transaction. 
| Mr. Carvell, continuing the debate

would not be surprised if it went as 
high as four hundred or five hund- 
red miillion dollars. It was a per- 
fectly. proper “thing, ‘therefore, to 
asx the: government to give account 
of the monies'‘that’ had peen voted, 
and were ‘about’ :to"-be voted. Mr. 
Carvell said that’ he took a very. 
‘pessimistic view of the financial git- 
uation.

|GENERAL PRINCIPLES 
_OF ROAD MAKING 


—_—_— 


(By W. Muir Edwards, Professor of 
Civil and Municipal Engineering) 
Amongst the few subjects which are 

of vital interest to all members of 

the community the construct.on and 


maintenance of public roads should | 
surely find a place. To the casual | 


observer it might appear that. as 
|the network of railways ‘tecomes 
closer, the outlay required for pub- 
lic roads should decrease. The exact 
opposite is the truo state of affairs. 


Tho construction of .branch railways : 


means a more dense settlement of 


the country, increases, therefore, the | 
burden on the tributary roads, and | 
thus justifies an increas:d expendi- 
ture on public highways. Improved | 


financial conditions coincident - with, 
ot following closely upon rafilway ex- 
pansion results in an increased us3 
of motor driven velicles both for 
business and pleasure. The increased 
lspeed of this class of traffic req):irhs 
improvement of roadways already in 
existence, introduces new factors in 
the construction of project:d high- 
ways and makes more difficult the 
maintenance of all public rcadways. 

In considering the economic  prin- 
ciples governing highway improve- 
‘ment and maintenance, it is well to 
distinguish between the several clas- 
ses of both roadways and traffic. 
Considering first the former, we may 
mako the following division, confin- 
ing ourselves, for the sake of simpli- 
city, to four subheads, e.g., (1): 
Roads with a hard surface passable 
at all seasons for any type of traffic 
(2) Roads passable at all seasons 
for slow moving traffic, and part of 
the year for fast traffic. (3) Roads 
impassable. at certain seasons of the 
year for all but light traffic, and 
for the remainder of-the year »pass- 
able for both slow moving loads and 
fast traffic. (4) Roads as above, ex- 
cept that for the remainder of the 
year Blow moving loads only can be 
accommodated. . 3 

Any passageway to which we ap- 
ply the term road should come at 
|ieast under the fourth of these class- 
ifications. Such a roadway tan be 
guccessively raised into the higher 
Classes at acost for each improve 
‘ment. capable of definite estimation. | 
| The “cost of such improvements, 
‘together with the cost in the. firet 
Iplace, is affected greatly by local : 


‘conditions, ‘put in general it meen 


‘we, anid that the cost .of obtain'ng | 
‘greater ‘than is involved in any of 
the other three. Tho raising of the 
fourth to the third is 9 matter of 
upkeep. To obtain the second from 


ional constructional:work, the main 
‘question however, ‘being upkcep, but 
_the constsuction of a road with. a 
hard surface serviceable for all traf- 
fic at ail seasons’ of the year is a 
comparatively costly piece of engin- 
feering work. | This cost, together 
with suitable methods of construct- 
ion, will be considered in the third 
article of this series dealing with 
highways. The economic probjem 
with which we are faced is to deter- 
‘mine to what extent: we are justified 
in, making the expenditures necessary 
to obtain one of these types of 
roads. #11 will-agree that a road 
connecting each quarter section with 
the point where ‘delivery of produce 
may be made and at which supplies 
may be obtained is essential and 
should be provided. What we must 
consider is just how much expendi- 
, ure is justiied in order that roads 
of the third, second or first class 
may be obtained and equally — im- 
portant how shall tie required cx- 
penditure for any of thse types Le 
altotted. 

The benefit aceruing from improved 
roadways is not alone directly finan- 
cial, but also that due to improved 
social and domestic conditions in 
‘the community. It is well to em- 
phasize this latter’ benefit since itis 
not possible to demonstrate to a 
farming community that, on a pure- 
ly financial basis, they are justificd 
in spending a considerable sum in 


such expenditure is devoted to the 
elimination of features which would 
otherwise unduly limit the maximum 
load which may be hauled at any 
season of the year. For cxample, an 
expenditure might be made to fe- 
duce a grade which at all seasons af- 
fects the maximum load, but would 
not be tjustified if applied to making 
passable at all seasons of the year

of the time is passable with reason- 
ably heavy loads. 


The above may not be in accord- 
ance with many of the statements 
of the ardent advocates of ‘Good 
Roads."’ However, in dealing with 
the purely financial side of the quts- 
tion as it affects the greatest user 
of the roadway, i.e., the farmer, it 
must’ be remembered that he is a 
raiser of produce primarily, and s2c- 
ondly, at times which he can more 
or less select, a freighter of this 
produce to a shipping point and of 
supplies to his farm. The dairyman 
and market gardener do not come 
under this general statement, but 
form as yet a small proportion of 
the farming community and the ton- 
nage they move is small compared 
to the total products of the farm. 
Indeed, even in ordinary farming, a 
very considerable proportion of tha 
produce transports itself to market 
on the hoof and-is not concerned as 


“to the class’ of road over which it is 


driven. Moreover, in figuring the 
cost of the remainder of the farm 
produce which is hauled to town and 
which ig affected by the classificat- 
ion of the roadway current freight 
rates cannot be fairly applied. 


In other words, in dealing with the 
saving to the farmer we must not 
figure the cost per ton mile of mar- 
keting produce as though this were 
done by a man and team. whose Sole 
Jmsiness was the hauling of loads. 

If you asked a farmer for a price 
to freight ten tons to a market five 
miles away, he might quote you 
$7.50, or a rate of 15 cents per ton 


| mile, but if you asked the same 


farmer what it cost him to haul ten 
tons of grain to an elevator five 
miles away he might conceivably an- 
swer ‘‘nothing'’. This is of Course 
not strictly: accurate, but unless 


there is work for the man and team: 


onthe farm which must be done by 
some one else, the cost is certainly 
not $7.50. So that the sum of mio- 
ney involved’ in the transportation 


question is not as large as in many | 


cases it is made out to be. Again, 
the saving in being able at any time 
to send his produce to a_ shipping 
‘point, is often over-estimated except 
in special types of agricultural  act- 
ivities. 

| As has already been stated, th?re 
‘is no question as to the financial 
necessity of a road upon which the 
farmer may get to and from his 
point of distribution and Gsupply. 
The raising of this road from the 


fourth to the third class involves | 


little expense, but the impro;ement 
into the second, and assuredly into 
the first class must be justified in 
addition to financial gain by the 
comfort of driving over a gOod road 
rather than @ poor road, the inere- 
ased ease and possibility of fre unt 
intercommunication and the improve- 
ment into community life pen:rally. 
It is dificult to put thiss bencfits 
into dollars and ccnts, but they are 
real, novertheless. That much of 
these benefits, not now enjoyed, may 
be obtained at reasonatie outlay

$40,000 IN FINES RESULT OF 
LICENSE DETECTIVES WORK 


/. statement of convictions for in- 
fractions of the Alberta liquor _ lic- 
ense ordinance during 1915 lias heen 
prepared by Chief Licenee Inspector 
F, G. Forster of the liquor license 
branch of the attorney general's de- 
partment. The returns show that 
the small detective force employed 
‘by the branch has been very energe- 
tic during the year. 

In all 826 cases were prosecutcd 
and 751 convictions secured. There 


;Were 622 cases for infractions of the 


Nquor license ordinance, and 571 
convictions. There were also 41 con- 
victions for infractions of the pool 
Toom' ordinance; 118 convictions in 
prostitution cases; 12° convictions for 
selling opium, 4 convictions for gam- 


bling; 7 convictions for procuring, 


and also convictions for theft, run- 
ning lotteries, assault, impersonat- 
ing an officer, etc. 

The punishments mitcd out in con- 
nection with those convictions in- 
Ciuded fines aggregating over  $40,- 
000; jail terms aggregating 290 
months and 16 days, also 12 cases 
in which suspended sentences were 
given. 

This statement constitutes the lar- 
gest year's work which has ever been 
handled by'the department. Com- 
pared with 1914, there bas been an 
increase of 277 convictions, $6,000 in 
fines and 213 months in prison terms 

Chief License Inspector Forster 
says that this statement should be 
Satisfactory to those who have been 
advocating in the past more drastic 
punishments in cases arising out of 
offences against the liquor laws © of 
Alberta. In obtaining the above re- 
sults practically every complaint 
coming to the department has _ been 
investigated, and while evidence was 
procurable, a prosecution followed.
